any other part of the world. _ 

Just a short two hours flight by Pan-American plane 
from the mainland of Florida, Nassau offers a sylvan re- 
treat from the workaday world, adventure in the form of 
sight-seeing and exporing trips to outer islands, that fairly 
breathe romance and mystery; and to the socially minded, 
swank clubs, gleamingly modern hotels and all of the set- 
tings found in the world’s leading resorts. 

Just a short sail away from the mainland of Nassau, 
beautiful Rose Island offers the ideal picnic site. Anchored 
offshore of this beautiful tropical isle with its miles of chalk- 
white shore line and gorgeous tropical foliage, the hardy 
group ofttimes swim ashore for an exploratory trip of the 
island while the boat attendants prepare the picnic luncheon 
for the party. 

Cruising about offshore of Rose Island and Sandy Key, 
a short distance away, glass bottom buckets are trailed 
alongside small ship’s boats for the sun-bronzed vacationists 
to peer through and examine the fantastic beauties of ma- 
rine gardens.

Swimming under the surface of the water around the 
world famous underwater gardens off Rose Island is an- 
other aesthetic treat, with the intrepid swimmer rewarded 
with a series of unexpected vistas and sometimes an amus- 
ing encounter with some startled and beautifully colored 
denizen of the coral caverns.

Flying trips to Abaco, Governor’s Island, Eleuthera, 
Harbour Island, Spanish Wells and other of the outer is- 
lands in the Bahamas are numbered among the most thrill- 
ing experiences of many of Nassau’s visiting notables. 

Perhaps the most fascinating of the goals for the in- 
trepid explorers in the Nassau Colony is mysterious Andros 
Island, which has never been entirely explored. Flying over 
this tangle of jungle and partially hidden rivers and streams 
is a never-ending surprise, with every mile disclosing some- 
thing new and strange in animal and plant life. 

Many of the islands of the Bahamas present a picture 
of baronial life that is the ideal for millions of romance 
loving citizens of the earth. Island colonies such as those 
of Elizabeth ‘Betty’ Carstairs, famous woman speed-boat 
driver and daughter of the multimillionaire English ship 
builder, George Murphy’s farms on Eleuthera, Jack Mc- 
Carthy’s salt islands, Count and Countess de Marigny’s is- 
land estates, Howland Spencer’s famous island hide-aways 
and countless other island dweller’s paradises dot the trans- 
luscent waters of the Bahamas. 

Many of the expeditions for the outer islands have their 
inception at the docks of the Fort Montagu Beach Hotel, 
with Newell Kelly, renowned head of Montagu Beach, plan- 
ning a series of fascinating boat and plane trips for his 
visitors from two continents.

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HE Heyward-Washington House in Charleston, South 
th Carolina, is an Historic House Museum; a period house 
devoted to the presentation of furniture and furnish- 

ings in the original setting. 

The colonial mansion located on Church Street in the 
heart of Old Charleston, was the home of Thomas Heyward, 
Jr., a Signer of the Declaration of Independence for South 
Carolina, and it was here that Washington was entertained 
during the week he spent in Charleston in 1791. Hence the 
name. The exact date of the building is not known, but it is 
definitely sometime between 1740 and 1749. 


About forty years after it was built the house was made 
famous by George Washington on his visit to the city. The 
building is interesting in itself, but the fact of the President’s 
sojourn there had much to do with its preservation. Wash- 
ington, though he had foresight, could not have known how 
valuable his tours of America would be to future generations. 
For where he laid his head or quaffed his ale there the mark 
is put above the door and another house is saved. It was his 
custom when travelling about the country to refuse private 
entertainment if public lodging could be obtained. He con- 
sidered this the proper course for the official of a Democracy, 
and he followed his rule in Charleston as an entry in his 
diary shows: 

“Monday, May 2nd, (1791) 

The Lodgings provided for me in this place 
were very good, being furnished the house of a gen- 
tleman at present in the country, but being occupied

by a person placed on purpose to accommodate me, 
and who has been paid the same as any other letter 
of lodgings would have been.” 


The City Fathers rented the house from Mr. Heyward, 
and it was beautifully furnished by loans from the citizenry. 
The house has recently been restored to its original state, and 
is furnished throughout with antiques that might readily 
have been there during the visit of the President. Here you 
have a furnished house full of many handsome pieces made 
locally; a home typical of colonial life in Charleston, when 
the city was foremost as a center of wealth, of society, and 
of culture. It is the purpose of the Charleston Museum to 
present it as it would have been at the time of Washington’s 
visit. This sets 1791 as the latest, or limiting date for furni- 
ture, and permits much handsome Chippendale and Hepple- 
white to be used, as well as some early Sheraton. Practically 
speaking from the connoisseur’s point of view it is a perfect 
period, for the last half of the eighteenth century is a veri- 
table paradise of fine furniture, and in choosing 1791, one 
can run the gamut of the century. 


It must be remembered that people are continually 
acquiring possessions. While it is perfectly true that Chip- 
pendale and Hepplewhite made sets of furniture of a definite 
period, the acquisition of one of these sets was not accom- 
panied by the general cleaning out of all previously acquired 
furniture; some and usually the handsomest was saved. 
Therefore it is permissible to go quite far back for many 
pieces. Presumably when Charleston polished up its finest 
furniture and silver and sent it around for the better enter- 
tainment of the President, it was not all new. Some was 
cherished family possessions of long standing. Thus in the 
house today are the pre-revolutionary pieces, and 1791 is 
only the date beyond which it is inaccurate to go. 


In the furnishings as well as in the furniture the Mu- 
seum strives for accuracy. As the house is generally of the 
so-called Chippendale period it was thought wise to make 
the curtains with his styles in view, rather than have cur- 
tains designed by Hepplewhite, though he was more in vogue 
after the Revolution. Curtaining an historic house is a prob- 
lem. It is difficult and often impossible to procure old 
draperies; they fade, stain, and often fall into dust. In bed- 
rooms where simpler draperies were used copies of old chintz 
make excellent substitutes for the original. In one Heyward 
House bedroom chintz shows to great advantage. But in the 
more elaborate Drawing room it was necessary to have 
curtains as handsome-as the room itself. For several years 
the windows were left bare rather than have cheap sub- 
stitutes. But finally this year for the first time beautiful 
red damask curtains will hang at the windows. The Scala- 
mandre Silk Company of New York very generously gave the 
material. After much research in selecting the textile and 
color from old samples, Scalamandre, in cooperation with the 
Charleston Museum, had the goods woven according to 
specifications and then especially dyed. So that, though a 
product,.of the Twentieth Century, the material accurately 
duplicates the textiles that would have been used in the last 
half of the Eighteenth Century. The Museum then studied 
many original sketches before deciding on a pattern, and 
finally two sketches from Chippendale’s Guide were selected. 
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In this fashion the correct effect for this particular room 
has been achieved. The material is being made up by Chisolm 
& Chisolm, Interior Decorators of Charleston, with the great- 
est attention to detail, so that in every respect it will be an 
accurate job, authenticated by documentary evidence. 
With this slight discussion of the furniture and furnish- 
ings, a general idea of the approach to the task of opening 
a house to the public is given, rather than an impression 
of the house itself. But of course to the stranger within its 
gates the Heyward-Washington House presents an entirely 
different picture. Thomas Heyward was one of the outstand- 
ing men of his time. He was educated for the law in England, 
and became a rice planter of great wealth, owning over a 
thousand slaves. His home is therefore that of one of the 
leading gentlemen of the country during Colonial days. It is 
a square house deceptively simple from the street, the only 
decorative feature of the exterior being the handsome Geor- 
gian doorway. The interior is panelled throughout in Cypress 
and Mahogany. One enters into a central hall which runs 
straight through the house ,opening into an old-fashioned 
walled garden. In this garden no flowers or shrubs are plant- 
ed that were not known to have been in this country before 
1791. The view from front door to garden brings to mind the 
phrase used by decorators today, ‘Bring the Garden into the 
House;” this was obviously practiced by designers in the 
middle of the Eighteenth Century. Behind the house are the 
kitchen and wash-kitchen, the slave-quarters and the carriage 
house. The kitchen has been restored and is now complete 
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with pots and cranes, with sausage presser and hand pump. 

On the right of the entrance hall is the reception room. 
A crackling wood fire on the hearth and fresh flowers on 
the table lend a realistic touch. Several beautiful pieces of 
furniture here are but suggestions of the rest of the house. 
The dining room is on the left of the hall, looking out over 
the garden. 

On the second floor is the drawing room. Here Washing- 
ton received a delegation of the ladies of Charleston and said 
he was much impressed by their beauty and charm. It is 
considered the handsomest room in the house. The cornice is 
of Chippendale fretwork, the carved mantle and overmantle 
are decorated with rosettes, and in the overmantle is worked 
a border of mahogany, recently discovered under many coats 
of paint. The broken pediments over the doorways, the deep- 
set windows, the wide floor boards, all speak of the Craft- 
manship of Colonial days. 

To the north of the drawing room on the front is the 
withdrawing room, furnished as a bedroom for Washington. 
Behind this are two other rooms. This is the house, four 
rooms to a floor, furnished of its period. It is however in- 
complete without the yard, garden, and outbuildings; with 
these it is open to the public ,a compact little plant of eight- 
eenth century life. 

Today the house stands a quiet restrained monument 
to a turbulent past. It serves as a branch Museum, being a 
faithful representation of the Colonial period, and as such 
an illustration from the past of Charleston.
